HILL 
of NEW York has 
signed what is known as the Saturday 
half-holiday bill, which now becomes a 
law of the State. 
It makes a legal 
holiday of every Saturday from noon 
to midnight, and affects business in all 
respects so far as legal jDurposes are 
concerned. 
This law was brought 
about in response to a public sentiment 
that working men of all classes would 
be much better oif if there were fewer 
hours of toil in the week and more op- 
portunities for rest and recreation. For 
the last few years the leading business 
houses of New York have been accus- 
tomed to close at noon on Saturdays 
during the summer months, and Broad- 
way after 12 o'clock has been for miles 
as quiet as Sunday, with all stores 
closed and clerks and otber employes 
away enjoying a few hours of fresh air 
and out-door recreation. 
This new law 
is intended to make legal t h e observ- 
ance of this half day, affecting banks 
a; d otlier i^luces of business in-wliicli 
legal regiilatious prevail. 
Of course it 
docs not make obligatory upon a n y t h e 
observan t; of the day, b u t it is the first 
step to-ward securing that end. 
Em- 
])loycrs Lave come to learn that quite 
as much and (juite as good work can be 
obtained from their employes by giving 
them a lew hours extra resfc each week 
as by trying them to the very limit of 
human 
endurance. 
The half-holiday 
will conduce greatly to the better ob- 
servance of Sunday, and much of the 
desecration of the latter day will be 
avoided by the opportunity aflbrded 
for tired humanity to rest and enjoy 
out-door resorts on the preceding day. 
The half-holiday has come to stay. 
The sooner it is introduced into all 
kinds of business where ijracticablo 
the better it will be for fill classes of

GONE J E M ! 


A Noted Criminal and Deserter Tried 
and Shot hj the United States 
Soldiers 
in Texas. 


ST. LOUIS, June 2.—A special from 
Sanantonio, Texas, says: 
"Samuel G. 
Beed was killed by a file of United 
States soldiers to-day. 
Beed was not 
over thirty years of age and a scion of 
the best family in Alabams. 
He enlisted 
as a private soldier in the 
United 
States army, but deserted and crossed 
to Matamoras, where he killed and 
robbed a rich jeweler by the name of 
Black. 
He was arrested and condemned 
to death, but escaped. 
Beed went to 
California and Arizona, slew a couple 
of men there and finally l i f t e d back to 
Sanantonio, where he was arrested on 
the charge of desertion and turned over 
to the military yesterday. 
Beed, under 
a heavy guard, left his prison for the 
hall, where the military court sat. 
On 
the way he made a desperate effort to 
escape and was fired upon and mortally 
wounded. 
In a death bed confession, 
he addmitted the murder of Black."

we shall spend a time in Germany, and 
after thot take in France.

We intend to make a tour 
through both of those countries, and 
spend litxt winter along the Mediter- 
ranean. 
We vfill probably make a long 
visits in Borne and Greecr; perhaps stop 
a brief time in Constantinople, aud visit 
the scenes of the recent earthquakes in 
the south of France and adjoining por- 
tions of Italy. 
A year is sufficient to 
cover a great deal of ground without hur- 
rying."

Disappearance of a K. of L. Relief 
Fund—ReBignation of Presi- 
dent Cline. 


When the question of supporting the 
silversmiths and the other members 
looked out and on a strike was raised, 
the officers were asked how mnch money 
was in the ''assistance iand." 
Every 
member in the district contributed 5 
cents per month toward this fund. The 
financial secretary said he did not know. 
Neither did the treasurer. 
On being 
pressed they produced the books, and it 
was found, it is claimed, that the fund 
was 
$ 5 , 7 0 0 short. The deficiency, it 
was explained, was due to the officera 
having used the money for general ex- 
penses. 
A committee has been ap- 
pointed to investigate. 


The Chicago material men refuse to 
assist the master masons in their lock- 
out of union men, but the latter say they 
will succeed alone. 


Goal strikers at Davidson, Pa., made 
an attempt to blow up a shaft yesterday 
by dynamite. 
The sides of the shaft 
were damaged, but no one was injured. 


The general executive board, K. of L., 
has revoked the charters of the National 
Carpet Weavers' district assembly. No. 
126, and its eighteen local assemblies, 
comprising about 10,000 carpet weavers 
in New York, Philadelphia, Yonkers and 
Amsterdam. 
The act is due to Master 
Workman John Morrison, of No. 126, 
having antagonized the board on many 
points. 


The Philadelphia Master Masons' as- 
sociation have decided to lock out their 
union stone cutters and keep them out 
until they agree to cease interfering with 
the non-union employes. 


A scheme is on foot to place John Jar- 
rett at the head of the new iron and 
steel workers' assembly of the Knights 
of Labor, which is to be formed at the 
convention to be held at Harrisburg, 
Pa., on Saturday next. 


PITTSBURG, June 2.—All hope of an 
early settlement of the coke strike has 
disappeared. A conference of operators 
and strikers was held to-day, but ad- 
journed without arriving at any agree- 
ment.

A KEKORNCEKCB I»? T H E BATTLLS 
OF MEW OBLEANS. 


(ObAil«0 Qayaire, In Harper's Magasine.] 
My family was at the Bore plantation 
when, in the afternoon of the 23d of 
December, 1814^ Gen. Jackson was in- 
formed that the British had landed in 
Louisiana, and that a portion of their 
troops had been seen on the Yallere 
plantation below the city. I was then 
at the College of Orleans, corner of St- 
Claude and Bayou Road, aliaa Hospital 
street, when, at 3 o'clock p. m., a great 
commotion was observed witlun its 
learned precincts. 
All studies were 
suspended; the class-rooms shut u p ; 
the pupils hurrying to and fro in evi- 
dent alarm; parents pouring in and 
takiog their children away. My cousin, 
Frederic Foucher, the son of Pierre 
Foucher, and myself were beginning to 
fear our being forgotten and left to 
shift for ourselves, instead of being as 
well cared for as most of our compan- 
ions—both our families being six miles 
above the city, and ignorant of the ex- 
citing news—when there came a mes- 
senger from Madam Poree, the sister of 
Pierre Foucher, and the aunt of Fred- 
eric, to tender us the shelter of her 
house at the corner of Dumaine and 
Boyal streets, which islstill in existence, 
with the same antiquated^ front painted 
yellow, and with the same balcony on 
which the two boys stood and saw Maj. 
Plouche's battalion of uniformed, well- 
equipped, and well-drilled militia pass 
under it. That corps was composed of 
the elite of the young men of the city— 
la jeunfisse doree—and it seems to me 
that I see now as vividly as I saw then 
the handsome Edmond Foucher con- 
spicuous in the ranks of those who were 
thus marching rapidly to meet the 
enemy. 
Looking up to the balcony, he 
saluted his old aunt with a cheerful 
smile and a wave of the hand 
that 
seemed intended to comfort her and 
dispel her alarms. 


At 7 o'clock the battle began, and the 
roar of the artillery, with the discharges 
of musketry, was almost as distinctly 
heard as if in our immediate neighbor- 
hood. 
There was not the slightest 
noise in the apparently dead city. I t 
held its breath in awful suspense. 
There was not a human being to be seen 
moving in the streets. 
We, the two 
boys and the ladies of the household, 
petrified into absolute silence by the 
apprehensions of the moment, stood on 
the balcony until half past 9, when the 
firing gradually ceased. 
But still we 
continued to remain on the same spot; 
for what was to happen ? Were our de- 
fenders retreating, 
pursued by the 
enemy? 
These were hours of anxiety 
never to be forgotten. About 11 o'clock 
the oppressive silence in the city was 
broken by the furiously rapid gallop of 
a horseman shouting as loud as he 
could, "Victory! victory!" He turned 
from Chartres street into Dumaine, and 
from D«maine into Royal, still shouting 
"Victory!" 
The voice had become 
hoarse, and yet no human voice that I 
ever afterward heard was fraught with 
more sweet music. 
That night Ave went 
to bed with thankful hearts. 
The two 
boys slept soundly, as boys sleep, with 
that blissful unconcern which apper- 
tain to their age. But I doubt if our 
kind hostess and her daughters closed 
their eyes, for they had husbands, 
brothers, sons on the battlefield, and 
they did not know at what cost to them 
the victory had been achieved. 


In the morning of the preceding day 
the famous battle of the 8th was fought 
on the plains of Chalmette, four miles 
below the city. In a bee-line the dis- 
tance must have been very short be- 
tween the field of action and the Bore 
plantation, six miles above Now Orleans 
by the windings of the river, for the 
furious cannonading and th» discharges 
of musketry were prodigiously distinct. 
The ladies of the jfamily, pale with the 
natural emotions of fear produced by 
the dangers of the situation, 
were 
grouped on the broad gallery in front 
of the house. 
No man was visible, for 
kho only one who had remained at 
home fon account of his age) had, when 
the battle began, ascended with slow 
but firm steps a flight of stairs which 
led to the top of the portico. 
At every 
volley of artillery or musketry I flung 
myself on the floor, exclaiming, "Ten 
Englishmen killed!" "Twenty English- 
men on the ground!" and so on. I con- 
tinued rejoicing in the fancied destruc- 
tion of our invaders, notwithstanding 
the remonstrances of my poor mother, 
in whose alarm I very little partici- 
pated. 
The battle had not yet ended 
when my grandfather Bore came down 
from his post of observation with the 
same measured step and the same self- 
possession with which he had ascended, 
and said to his daughters, who anxiously 
interrogated his looks, "Dismiss your 
fears; the Americans are victorious." 


"You forgot, my dear child," replied 
M. de Bore, with a calia smile, "that I 
have some military experience. My 
practised ear has not been deceived, I 
am sure. 
The American guns have 
silenced the English guns. The enem/ 
is defeated."
